HELD OUT AGAINST YAQUIS. 


Man and Woman Defended Them- 


selves Against Murderous Indians. 


Los Angeles/CaL, Dec. 27.—Colonel 


H. B. Maxson. vice president of the na- 
tional irrigation congress and secre- 
tary of the board of education of Re- 
no, Nev.. who has been in the state of 
Sonora, Mexico, arrived here yester- 
day and tells of a massacre of Mexi- 
cans and whites which occurred at the 
little station of Lancho on the Cana- 
nea, Yaqui river and Pacific railroad 
late Saturday afternoon.. 


Maxdn's train stopped at Lancho an 


hour. - 'Rumors were received there 
that the Yaquis were on the warpath. 
The station-master, a man 
named 


Thompson, belittled the matter. The 
train bearing Maxson and party had 


not left the station more than an hour 
when the Yaquis descended on the 
little party of Mexicans and Ameri- 
cans and butchered four. 


Station Agent Thompson and his 


wife escaped on a work train. The 
train appeared after four of the peo- 
ple had been killed and Thompson and 
his wife had 
defended 
themselves 


back of the barricaded doors of the 
station. 
As the work train appeared 


the Indians withdrew. 


Maxson's train continued to a sta- 


tion about fifteen miles farther and 
as the signs of the uprising became 
more alarming, decided 
to 
return. 


When it arrived at Lancho it found 
that the station 
house 
had 
been 


burned and four bodies lay along the 
track. The desperadoes then appear- 
ed in the distance but did not come 
within range of the few armed people 
on the train. , The bodies were given 
hasty burial. 


Not many miles along the road the 


scene was duplicated. 
Four 
more 


dead bodies of Mexicans and Ameri- 
cans were found along the tracks. The 
little band at this station had been 
able to repulse the Yaquis with the 
loss of but four of their number. 


The remaining members 
of • the 


'company refused to leave on the train 
but said that they could stand off the 
Indians until the next day when the 
rurals would reach the spot and sum 
mary justice would be meted out to 
the murderers if captured.

SPORTSMEN WILL MEET

The sportsmen of the county and 


city'will hold a meeting in the assem-

season is. 


An effort, will be made to correct a 


conflict between sections 600 and G01, 
one of which makes it unlawful to kill 
any kind of game at certain seasons 
and the other protects squirrels from 
January to August. Similar meetings 
have been held in the other counties 
of the state and Deputy Game War- 
den Rodney Fleming wants tae assist- 
ance of the sportsmen in making the 
laws a little more liberal.

are frequent throughout 
the

province of Tacna. 


The town, of Arica was once a city 


of 30,000, but of recent years the pop- 
ulation has dwindled until today it has 
approximately 'but 3.000 inhabitants. 
The town, however, is still important 
commercially and politically. It is the 
northernmost seaport -it Chile and the 
orean outlet for the- rich province of 
Tacca, as well as a. gateway for the 
city of Tacna, the provincial capita!, 
forty miles distant. 


Province a Rainless Desert. 


As a manufacturing city it is one of 


the most important in. the republic, its 
principal product being glass beads. 
Its exports of copper ore and silver 
are tremendous and it is the principal 
port through which, foreign commerce 
is carried on with the near-by repub- 
lic of Bolivia, -».'hich has no seaport of 
its own. 


•The province of Tacna, in 
which 


Arica is located, is principally a rain- 
less desert and for this reason the 
sufferings of the panic-stricken wom- 
en and children will doubtless be se- 
vere. 
This desert lies between the 


coast range mountains and the Andes 
and is crossed by scanty arid inter- 
mittent streams. The province is rich, 
however, in deposits of silver and cop- 
per ore as well as extensive beds of 
nitrate. 
The total population of tlw 


province is about 25.000, nearly half 
of which 
Is In the 
capital city of 


Tacna. 
' 


The earthquake shock did not extend 


very far down the coast, for the city 
of Iquique, 120 miles south of Arica, 
•was not damaged. 


Towns Famous Internationally. 


The town of Arica and the province 


of Tacna 
came into International 


prominence five years ago through the 
" Chilean-Peruvian 
boundary dispute. 


This dispute was of long standing and 
was due to the desire of both Peru 
and Chile to control the harbor at Ari- 
ca. The province of Tacna -was form- 
erly divided Into two provinces known 
as Tacna and Arica. Both provinces 
are desired by Chile and Peru, but by 
the treaty of 1883 the provinces were 
given to Chile on condition that at the 
end of ten years the Inhabitants should 
be allowed to deslde to which nation 
they desired to owe allegiance. 


At the end of ten years, however, 


Chile refused to comply with the term* 
of the treaty of 1883. but finally, anx. 
lous to avoid a conflict with Peru be 
cause of strained relations with Ar 
gentlne. she entered into a protoco 
to submit the matter of sovereignty to 
a plebiscite. This protocol was signed 
in 1898. 


Chile Makes Hold Certain.' 


Averting the trouble with 
Argen 


tine,. Chile again refused to comply 
with her agreement with Peru and de- 
voted much effort during the succeed- 
ing two or three years to an attempt 
to make certain her tenure In Tacna. 
Shiploads of Chileans were landed at 
Arica, the local Peruvian schools were 
closed, Peruvian instruction was for- 
bidden and Chilean courts were estab- 
lished. 


When it became evident that Chile 


had th£ upper hand the war cloud dis- 
appeared. Peru gave up her claims to 
the disputed territory and the Chilean 
control of the port of Arica was as- 
sured.

Showing of Work Done by the State Board of Health—The Prospects 
for the New Year—Needs of the Department of Health to Increase Its 
Effectiveness..

prevention of diseases, with the con- 
quent saving of life ami promotion of 
happiness, finds concrete expression in 
board.-; of health. 
Hygiene is n branch 


or medicine, the snmo as dentistry, rhl- 
nolnsy <,r optiralmqlogy. 
And here is a 


curious fact. 
While evcrv one thinks 


of a spe-lalist In the diseases of tho eye , 
or of the nnse ami tliroat as a specially i 
trained physician, every one also thinks 
that any and all physicians are hygien- 
Ists. That all physicians are not hyglen- 
ists Is apparent, for hygiene Is a special 
medical study, requiring special training. 


It Is the duty of the state board of health 


to practically apply the discoveries of hy- 
giene. This means they shall first do all 


, they can to forestall the coming of dis- 
ease, and. if despite their prevention 
efforts an epidemic occurs, then they are 
to fight the Invader according to their 
skill and the means furnished to them. 
The position of the health officer is in 
many ways a curious one. If he intelli- 
gently applies the forces and methods 
necessary to keep away epidemics and 
succeeds, he recelpes no credit; the peo- 
ple not appreciating that any thing has 
been done for them. 
If. however, he 


permits an epidemic to occur and then 
bravely fights.and overcomes it he Is a 
hero. 
There is another phase which 


should be considered, and that is—al- 
though all believe in the old adage that 
"An ounce of prevention Is worth a pound 
of cure." still, we will not pay more than 
a pittance for prevention, but will pay 
liberally for cure. 
So It is. we expect 
great things from health boards, but we 
will not pay them properly, preferring to 
hold the money and afterward spend ten 
times as inuch for cure. 


Epidemics. 


In comparing the records of 130K with 
those of 1905. we find a seeming contra- 
diction, for it is a fact that we had more 
cases of pneumonia, typhoid fever, dlph- 
thclrla and scarlet fever, and more local 
epidemics of them In 190B than In 1905. 
yet there, were, fewer deaths.

given We feel certain the last was true 


; In regard to diphtheria. 
Even since the 


, discovery of antitoxin thc deaths from 
i diphtheria have decreased Just In propor- 


tion as the doctors took up Its use. 
It 


was to be expected that thc majority of 


i doctors would wait to sec the outcome of 
• thc use of. such an unusual remedy as 
diphtheria antitoxin before adopting it: 
but one would think, now that It has 
proven to be almost .1 specific, that very 


\ few physicians would 
refuse 
Its aia. 


However. It Is true, that not a few very 
; conservative men*—"back numbers" and 
\ "slow coaches" they arc sometimes called 


—still refuse to use antitoxin. 
That it 


•l» the Immediate cause of the reduction 
In the diphtheria death rate all over tho 
world, as well as In Indiana, there can 
be no doubt. 
Indeed, the state board of 


health believes from the plica of evidence 
collected, that If antitoxin Is administered 
early enough- thc death rate would he 
reduced to possible one per cent. It has 
already fallen from 37 to 7 per cent. 
Tho 
great difficulty lies In getting to every 


••cnse-.in..Its curly singes, nnd before thc 


flisiMUB lias' made much headway In Its 
destructive course. 
Another 
difficulty 


lies In making thc diagnosis.

Now 
we 


know that what seemingly is simple sore 
throat due to a cold, may be diphtheria. 
This fact was discovered not Tij; doctors 
at- the bedside, but by bacteriologists in 
the laboratory, and. is1 now generally ac- 
knowledged. Those who don't acknowl- 
edge it. arc very slow, and the progress- 
ive medical men simply go on.and leave 
the slowoncs to- have their pleasure With 
their error. This discovery by the bacte- 
riologists, which was made by finding the 
Specific germs of thc disease in throats 
which did not have a membrane, -has 
wrought n revolution In fighting diph- 
theria. 
In conjunction with this discov- 
ery, many observations have taught us. 
that diphtheria epidemics In which chil- 
dren are made very ill and many die. are 
quite always preceded by an epidemic, 
or at least a few cases of mild diphtheria. 
In other words, jf one or more pronounced 
cases of diphtheria appear In n neighbor- 
hood, you may be very certain that some 
children have had it. so mlldlv perhaps 
as -to be called n simple cold. 
These 


mild cases are largely responsible for the 
spread of the disease, for 
tho 
severe 
cases are quickly discovered and isolated. 
In one school district of the state, there 
was an outbreak of diphtheria followed 
by dismissal of the school and disinfec- 
tion. 
The disease broke out again upon 


reopening the school and it was again 
"dismissed and disinfected. It then broke 
out a third time, three children in all 
dying. 
After the third outbreak, the 


neighborhood .had about concluded that 
dismissing schools and disinfecting were 
humbugs so far as checking disease was 
concerned. 
They were not useless meas- 


ons. but had very probably checked the 
disease, to some -degree If they did not 
completely stop it. 
The source of the 


infection was discovered 
through 
the 


state laboratory, and would have been 
discovered at the time of the first dis- 
missal, if the local officers had only In- 
formed the state board. The method was 
to visit the school, take a drop of mucous 
from the throat of every one in the 
school room, including tne teacrier. and 
examine it under the microscope. 
The 
germs were found in the teacher's throat 
and she had evidently been the source of 
the disease all of the time. She seemingly 
•had only a slight sore throat, for whlcn 
she had taken lozenges and cough medi- 
cine, and still the whole time she was 
spreading diphtheria. 
After 
she was 


taken out of school and treated until the 
germs disappeared. th° school was called 
together again and there was no more 
diphtheria. We have three good lessons 
in this epidemic. 
The first Is that mild 


cases are very dangerous; the second, 
that the only positive diagnosis can be 
made In thc laboratory: and the third, 
that it is possible to discover and keep 
lown diphtheria by always examining 
every sore throat 
by the 
laboratory 


method. 
We 
might 
also percleve a 


fourth lesson, and It Is—that the secre- 
tions from the nose and mouth, which 
we so freqtiently distribute In every di- 
rection, arc very dangerous. The teacher 
In this Instance distributed her germs 
on thc slates of the Ilttl« children, for 
*hc erased their errors with her spittle. 
Typhoid Fever. 


This disease is growing less fatal, but. 


like diphtheria, not lessening in preva- 
lence. 
Although our population is In- 


creasing, typhoid deaths decrease. This 
appears by examining the following: ta- 
ble, and we think two causes contribute 
to the decrease. 
First, more 
pklllful 
treatment: second, the work of the health 
department In Instructing the people how 
to fight the disease.

On this account, 


mild cases of typhoid are now discovered, 
which probably would have been classed 
as "malaria" or "continued Intestinal In- 
digestion." some years ago. This more 
accurate diagnosis Is principally accom- 
plished In the laboratory. 
When It Is 


desired to distinguish between mnlarln 
and typhoid, a few drops of thc patient's 
blood, taken from the end of a finger or 
the lobe of on car. Is nil the laboratory 
worker wants. It Is by blood examina- 
tions'that wo frequently discover a cose 
of sickness to be typhoid, when otherwise 
the presence of the disease would never 
have been suspected. Thc diagnosis and 
cure- of typhoid Is very Interesting, but 
the disease Is really a. disgrace to civ- 
ilization, for Its presence Is positive evi- 
dence that wo do not care for our excreta 
In a sanitary manner. 
If every person 


In thc state would commence on New 
Years day lo care .for his excreta accord- 
ing: to the directions of hygiene, the ty- 
phoid would be no more. 
MOHCS knew 


about this for he made It a sacred rltp 
for his people to carefully dispose of ex- 
crctn with the. result that, during thc 
forty years In the wilderness there was 
no devastating attacks of typhoid like 
we havo 
to record - for our troops at 


Chieka.mii ugn. 
Moses is behind us In 


history but far abend In sanitation. 


Pneumonia. 


Pneumonia. Is" n plague second only to 


consumption. • In the first eleven months' 
of 1905 It killed 3.24(1 and 
In the same' 


period In-1006 it killed 3.732. It la a. dis- 
ease of the respiratory organs nnd Is 
caused by a certain germ which seems to 
b« omnipresent. Anyhow, this germ may 
be'found In the'mouths ana .throats of 
seventy persons out of every one hun- 
dred Ip the winter time. 
People who 
arc perfectly well, not having the allRht- 
'ust complaint to make may'nevertheless. 
have this deadly germ lurking In their 
mouths, ready, if .opportunity offers, to 
nttack Its host. ' The disease attacks 
.principally thn extremes of life. 
About 


forty per cent are under one ye'ar and 
thirty per cent, sixty and over. 
Pneu'- 


nionla has been'called'the captain of the 
men of death in Chicago and New York; 
wrtero it Is the most destructive malady 
known. As said, it is second to consump- 
tion in Indiana. 
Pneumonia, and also- 


coughs, colds and catarrh, do not attack 
us1 unless we are run down In strength. 
Dissipation, over work and 'extreme fa- 
tigue, followed by breathing too much 
bad'air lowers tho resistance of the body 
a.nd gives opportunity for'the'germs in the 
mouth' to cause pneumonia. . So long as 
the blood Is kept well oxidized by an 
abundance of fresh air. pneumonia" need 
not ,be feared. It Is weakness and lack 
of resistance which'• enables the disease" 
to attack babies and old persons. There 
is no hope .of reducing pneumonia by- 
quarantine and cure against transmitting 
the germs, but we can hope-not to havo 
it by always living a careful temperate 
life and always'breathing pure air. 


Dlarrhoeal Diseases. 
This class of maladies, like pneumonia, 


attacks principally Infants and old peo- 
ple. 
Every case of diarrhoea is a case, 


of- poisoning. 
Tho poison 'comes to us 


In food and drink. 
Wo will be blessed 


with a decrease 
in dlarrnoeal diseases 


if we supply ourselves with pure well-, 
cooked ' foods. • pure clean milk and pure 
water. In the first eleven months of 1905 
there wore 1,700 deaths caused'by diar- 
rhoea! diseases and In the same period 
this year. 1,653. 
Dirty milk, that is. 


milk whicli has .been collected from dirty 
cows In a dirty manner. Is the general 
way In which diarrhoea Is.Drought to us, 
If all rnllk was drawn 'and handled under 
hygienic -conditions; it would not carry 
diarrhoea germs »nd poisons. 
A milk 
having in It enough poison to kill a baby." 
will not usually affect 'an adult In any; 
degree; but It might affect an old person 
with enfeebled digestion and frequently 
does. 
Poisons do not readily form In' 


milk and. foods In the winter time because 
thc microbes which elaborate them can-' 
not 
grow 
In 
winter 
. any 
more, 
than. corn,, grass 
or 
other 
plants, 


can grow In that season. If we- are sup-' 
plle<t-clean, fresh rnllk, well cooked fresh? 
food,".and pure water, we will not have 
diarrhoea! diseases.

We do not know the cause of cancer. 


The scientists have worked hard to unr 
ravel Us secret, but so far In vain. 
It 


generally attacks old persons, seldom 
appearing before forty and usually. not 
until after sixty. It has been suggested 
there Is something about high civilization 
which- causes cancer. 
Too much eating 


'of meat with too little exercise and too 
little fresh air have been assigned as 
causes. 
We can expect some day to 


know whrre tho awful malady comes 
from, for the scientists will certainly find 
out. 
The state of New YorK nns a cancer 


laboratory, where men learned In path- 
ology arc hard at'work giving their whole 
time trying to undo thc mystery. 


Scarlet Fever. 


This Is a disease to be feared not so 


much because It is so deadly, but because 
it does so much dnniage. very few chil- 
dren who have scarlet fr-ver and get well, 
escape sonic blemish from it. 
Sight and 


hearing art frequently affected, nervous 
complaints follow, also neart troubles, 
and above all kidney diseases. There is 
no doubt but that very frequently, the 
^right's Disease, which develops In mid- 
dle life, dates its beginning from the days 
the person had scarlet fever.

Mild scarlet fever has been very preva- 


lent this year. 
It 
appeared as usual 


'shortly after opening the acnools In Sep- 
tember, becoming bad the last of No- 
vember and 
In December. 
Like diph- 


theria, it has been less fatal and we think 
for the same reasons. 
On account of 


health warnings and thousands of circu- 
lars giving information as to how to pre- 
vent and control scarlet fever, much good 
has evidently resulted. If a case of severe 
or moderately severe scarlet fever appears 
In a neighborhood, you may depend upon 
Jt. there are a few mild and probably 
unrecognized cases around. In protecting 
children from the disease, it is well to 
keep them away from other children for 
a : week or two. if the disease appears 
In your neighborhood, and If a case ap- 
pears in'a school room when your child 
Is at school, take It out and insist that 
every child be medically examined and 
that the school room and school books 
be disinfected. 
. 
Smallpox. 


Thc loathsome smallpox has prevailed 


somewhere In Indiana every month in 
every year since 1900. It has usually 
been very mild In form but there have 
been hundreds of awfully severe cases, 
but few deaths.

Tuberculosis. 


Tuberculosis did Its usual deadly and 


awful work In 1906. It marches straight 
through thn year, paying little attention 
to month, age.: or anything else except 
sex, as consumption Is a house disease, 
and ns women live more In the house than 
men, they suffer most About sixty-three 
per cent of all consumption deaths nre 
females.

It cannot be cured 
by medicines, but can bo.cured by living 
out of doors In order to have an abundanco 
of pure air for the dlMjased lung, by eating 
a proper amount of plain wholesome 
well cooked food, and loading n temper- 
ate regular and full hygienic life. What 
will cure will prevent, and those who 
wish to have this destroying monster pass 
over them, will gain this end hy living 
properly. H will certainly be a long time 
before we all appreciate these facts, and 
It Is the part of the state to see that 
they are taught to thc people

and disease rates of Indiana are as low 
as those of other middle states, but not 
as low In those states where-the sanitary,

Needed Health Legislation. 


The future improvement in health of 


the'pmplo .'of;-Indiana.- depends. In con- 
siderable degree, upon whether or not tho 
coming legislature will iw.rmlt 'the Im- 
provement. 
Tho present hdalth law wag 


passed In 1891. Of course, it is not up to 
the times and does not take into account 
the late discoveries In sanitation, and 
It actually prevents In one or two par- 
ticulars the ends It was constructed to 
subserve. The state board of health has 
learned by severe experience and by a 
study of other state health laws, about 
what Is needed in a law to enable health 
boards to be efficient. As the state board 
desires to do good work, and must have 
a machine to do it with. It will present 
to the coming legislature for its consid- 
eration a model health law. Among 
other provisions the proposed, bill pro- 
vides that health officers shall be In- 
formed In hygiene and sanitary science. 
shall be paid according to the number of 
people they serve..and the term of office 
Is changed from one year to four years. 
At present, serving for a. Fhort period for 
a .pittance, some health officers arc not 
enthusiastic, many saying: "if the people 
don't' care about' their 
health, if they 


don't care to have their- children pro- 
tected against disease ns appears from 
the pay they offer, why should we be 
deeply concerned?"

strong perhaps, but It present* a condi- 
tion, not a theory. 
It is good men. not 
laws alone, which 
living pood results. 


but the laws must provide for the choos- 
ing of good men. The Mil also provides 
that health officers shall keep complete 
records of their work and mak« prompt 
reports and punishes them if they do not. 
The bill makes it possible to collect cor- 
rect records of deaths, iiirths nml con- 
tagious diseases. 
Thin is most import- 


ant: more important in fact than i.-olleot- 
tng statistics about the number and value 
of hogs, cattle, etc.. which we aro so 
eager to do. In order to tight tli" cnemy 
dlsease. the sanitary 
authorities 
must 


know who are dying, where dying nml 
the cause of death.' This Information un- 
covers the-enemy-and permits of intelli- 
gent action. But this is not all. as such 
records are of great importance, and are 
constantly needed, to prove-Inheritance, 
pensions, insurance and. other property 
affairs. 
So the bill Is greatly need»d. 


and if not passed, the people must ••nn- 
tlnue to suffer in several ways which the 
bill would certainly prevent.

PLATT TO RETIRE; "ROOT TO 


COME. 


If prevalent belief in Washington 


be well-founded Senator Thomas Col- 
lier Platt, of New York, Is servlDR his 
last year In congress. The man about 
whom crystallizes popular sentiment 
as Platfs successor 
Is 
Ellhu Root, 


now secretary of state. 


It Is known to his intimate friends 


that Mr. Platt plans to resign soon aft- 
er the end of tho present congress on 
March 4, 1907, and some of these have 
been In mortal dread lest tho 
fact 


should become generally known. It Is 
pctslblo tho senator will declare ho 
does not intend to resign, but his In- 
tention 
has been 
expressed several 


times and It has been communicated 
to President Roosevelt. 


Thero has been a lively scramble 


among prominent New York politi- 
cians for tho ngcd senator's seat, and 
the succession may depend largely on 
tho time of tho resignation. 
If It Is 


made while tho New York legislature 
Is In session a oonteat may be started 
which will indefinitely prolong the 
stay of the legislators in the state cap- 
ital. 
If the resignation comes after 


the legislature has 
adjourned then 


Governor Hughes will make the ap- 
pointment. 
Strong 
efforts 
will be 


made to Induce Secretary of State 
Root to allow the use of his name, and 
there Is a report in Washington that 
Mr. Root will be the next senator from 
New York. 


Personally Mr. Root does not care 


to exchange his place In the state de- 
partment for the senate. He likes his 
present 
employment, and ho is not 


much In favor of changing positions 
and work. On tho other hand Mr. 
Roo.t finds the duties of secretary of 
state very confining and the senate is 
attractive in more senses than one. It 
is a place of great, honor, power, dig- 
nity and usefulness and a senator Is 
not confined so closely as a member of 


the cabinet. Every other year the sen- 
ators have at least nine months away 
from Washington and generally from 
six to eight months in the alternate 
year. ^ 


Senator Platt is tired. He is now In 


his seventy-fourth year. He has been 
continually in politics since the sixties 
and was elected to the forty-third con- 
gress in 1872, nearly thirty-five years 
ago. 
He was for many years the 


political master 
of 
the 
republican 


party of New York, having nominated, 
successively, 
Governors 
Morton, 


Black. Roosevelt and Odell, and hav- 
ing had a hand in forcing the nomina- 
tion of Governor Higgins. 


It was Mr. Platt who created Great- 


er New York, the legislature acting on 
his advice, and the magazine writers 
who have recently 
been 
attacking 


him for being without influence in his 
old days do not appreciate the fact 
that for a score of years he partici- 
pated in almost every political confer- 
ence or movement of importance In 
the republican party. 


When Senator Platt went to Wash- 


[ ington this winter his intimate friends 
understood he intended to 
attend 


strictly to the work of the senate un- 
til the end of congress and ,then re- 
tire. His Ideas have not changed, it 
is said. 
He is going to do this be- 


cause he feels his ago is telling on his 
physical powers and because he feels 
that to a certain extent, lie has been 
deserted by friends whom he has often 
favored and who have turned on him 
when new Influences appeared In the 
republican party. 


Various names have been mentioned 


for tho senatorshlp. 
But persistent 


reports continue here that if plans 
can be carried out Mr. Hoot will be 
the next senator from New York. He 
would bo. the .most conspicuous flguro 
the state has sent to the senate In 
many years. He would be a powerful 
exponent of tho policies of tho admin- 
istration and undoubtedly would take 
a front rank In the senate. It IB said 
In Washington that when Mr. Roose- 
velt took Oscar Straus for secretary 
of commerce and labor, making the 
third cabinet member from Now York, 
he had In mind a possible change for 
Mr. I^oot. 
If tho latter can be per- 


suaded that he wants this scnatorship 
thoro is said to be little doubt he will 
be Senator Plait's successor.

. Be Made in a Few Hours 


Even if Christmas has. come and 


gone, the call for presents is not en: 


tirely over. There are January birth- 
days (with Valentine day looming in 
the distance and besides the fever 
for making things In the fancy work 
and useful line has become a habit 
with many women. They like to keep 
their fingers busy now they are' "in 
it," so to speak. 
Handling ribbons 


and embroidery silks ;has become a 
habit. Then there are so many pretty 
things to be seen, gifts which our 
friends have, had sent from other 
cities, that make one anxious to sit 
down and get busy duplicating ar- 
ticles for her own use. That is the 
reason a- number of illustrations and 
directions for making dainty and pret- 
ty as well as useful articles are given 
in this department. 
A 
number 
of 


ladies have declared their intention to 
commence making preparations 
for 


the Christmas of '07, as soon as the 
new year comes in. 


In making paper gifts the amateur 


must remember that though the ac- 
tual work is easy, consisting only of 
cutting and pasting, this must be care- 
fully done or the materials will be 
spoiled and the labor wasted 
For 


Ihls reason the simplest kind of mod- 
els should be decided upon as gifts to 
be made in a hurry, for the easier they 
are'to fashion the less difficult the 
task will be. 
* 


If an envelope holder 
should 
be 


chosen as a gift, the'work on it would 
require but a short space of time and 
really no skill, for It can be made of 
three or four pieces of cardboard, cut 
square, round or with the upper edge 


in scallops. One of these pieces—that 
is to form the back—should be at least 
one-third wider than the other two. 
while the second piece need not be 
more than two Inches deeper than the 
last or third one. 
The width of all 


three must, of course, be the same. 


When cut to please the fancy, paste 


on decorative crepe paper in a light 
shade of tan, blue or pink on which 
there are bright colored flowers, such 
as red roses and yellow chrysanthe- 
mums, tied prettily with long ribbon. 


When the paste is thoroughly dry 


an edging of heavy paper or tape to 
finish the pieces at the top should be 
added. 
At the bottom, or about an 


inch from the edge of each, two holes 
should be made, one on either side, 
for through these openings ribbons 
that tie the pieces together are run. 
The ribbons are made 
into 
pretty 


knots and help decorate the holder. 
Through two holes at the top of the 
large piece of cardboard a ribbon Is 
fastened, with bowknots, so that the 
"holder" may be attached to the wall 
or a desk—wherever It will hang con- 
veniently. 


Quite as serviceable as the "holder" 


and equally appropriate for man or 
woman is a "blotter1-' for a desk. It is 
made of a square piece of cardboard, 
over which a light blue or delicate 
pink blotting pad Is placed. 
This Is 


held down by four decorative corners, 
made of cardboard covered with crepe 
paper In pretty floral designs. These 
corners are made like right angle 
triangles, to fit the square edges of 
the bottom, and are attached to the 
latter by fine wires.

The Holiday Goose—Choose ••» young 


one of from four to six months, called a 
"green goose." one weighing 
ten 
or 
twelve pounds. 
See that the.. skin Is 
white, the breast plump, the feet yellow, 
with only a few hairs on them. The feet 
of an old goose are red. almost covered 
with hairs- If the goose's feet are dry 
the bird is stale. If the weather permits. 
the bird after being plucked, singed and 
drawn, should hang In a cool place in a 
current of air for several days, being 
sponged dally with vinegar, inside and 
out. which will greatly Improve the flavor. 
Twenty-four hours before .needed place 
In enough weak brine (in the proportion 
of one cup salt to one gallon of water) 
to cover it. When ready to cook wash,-,, 
and wipe the goose, first rinsing the in- 
side with soda and water,' then with clear 
water. Cut off the neck close.to the back 
leaving the skin long enough to-turn over. 
Cut oft the 'feet at the first Joint, and 
separate the pinions at the first joint. 
Some beat the breast flat -with the roll- 
ing pin. Put a skewer through the UB- 
der part of each wing. Draw .up the legs 
Closely and put a skewer into; the middle 
of each leg. letting the skewer pass 
through the body. Fill with the follow- 
ing: 
Boll enough chestnuts'to make one 
quart after they are mashed. Season 
with one teaspoonful chopped parsley, 
one-half teaspoonful chopped onion, one- 
half teaspoonful each-salt' and P«PPer 
and one teaspoonful butter: bind with 
an egg. • It will take -about fifteen min- 
utes for each pound to roast. 
Add one 
pint of boiling water to -the rqastlng pan 
after putting in the goose, and place^n 
a very hot oven: after ahput-fifteen min- 
utes diminish the heat, and baste every 
ten minutes. Turn-the fowl often. S0;a» 
to brpwn all sides alike, but'never stick 
a fork Into any fowl while roasting. 


Plum Pudding Ice Cream—For a.change 
from steamed., boiled and flaming pud- 
dings try a coldrone. Scald a pint of milk, 
add to It four eggs beaten with a cup and 
half of sugar. Stir constant* over -hot 
water till It forms a-rich custard, strain 
and set to cool. Dissolve-two tablespoon- 
fills of cocoa-in-half a cup of, boiling wa- 
ter and boll for a moment.' Chill -tills * 
arid add to the cold custard-with a ta- 
blespoonful of vanilla arid a pint of cream. 
Shred very fine one-half cup of citron. , 
one-half cup raisins, one-fourth cup of » 
sultanas. Blanch and cut fine two dozen 
almonds: mix these and add enough aeld 
fruit juice to moisten: let stand an hour. 
Pour the mixed cream Into the freezer 
and freeze until like a thick-mush. Open 
«nd work In the fnilt. then .finish freez- 
ing, in serving garnish with holly and 
serve with hot chocolate sauce or whipped 
cream. 


Christmas Cakes, or Sprlngerlle. as they 
are sometimes called, are made In Ger- 
many a short time before Christmas, and 
are often kept on hand for months. Beat^ 
yolks of four oggs until light colored and 
thick, the whites until dry. then bent 
together. Add thn grated rltid of a lemon 
and 'beat In very gradually ono pound 
sifted powdered sugar. Lastly add one 
po.und of flour, sifted with one-fourth 
teaspoon of salt and a. scant level tea- 
spoon baking powder.: A«« -'4h» last-of 
the nour cautiously, as-all may not be re- 
quired. Knead the dough, cover closely 
and let chill two or three hour*. Then .„ 
roll a small piece at a time Into a sheet 
ono-clghth of nn Inch thick. Writh a very 
fine sieve dust the . sheet .lightly with 
flour, then press the wooden mold down 
vory hard upon the dough", »o a* to. leave 
a perfect Impress of the objects .upon the 
dough.' Cut out the little squares with 
a knife and set aside on the Board light- 
ly floured, over night. In the. morning 
transfer 
to baking tins buttered and 
sprinkled with anise seed, .and'bfcke in «. 
slaw oven to a light straw color. Any 
decoration for the table'that will give It 
the cheerful Christmas look will add much 
to the dinner.

Since the 
man who makes the threat to dynamite 
a house or kidnap a child Is known he 
provides an alibi In advance. He is usu- 
ally in communication with some other 
fellow of his breed located In another 
town. 
When it becomes necessary to 


terrorize the Italians in his own terri- 
tory ho sends for this-man and Intrusts 
the execution of his orders to lilm. 
In 
the meantime he slips out of town him- 
self, perhaps to do a favor or some kind. 
"Black Hand Italians have a counter- 
part In America In the 'yegsmer,.' the 
worst type of thieving, murderous tramps. 
There Is no organization of yeggs, but 
they have a community of Interest, a code 
of unwritten laws and a certain patter 
of speech that makes them known to 
each other. 
A 'squealer' always gets 
short shrift. 
The certainty of sudden 
death makes them keep their mouths 
shut when arrested and thus convictlone 
are hard to secure."—Flttsburg Dispatch.

fashioned "black jack" molasses, lib- 
erally fed, may have had considerable 
to do with the success of Jacob Funk, 
the veteran stockman of this city, in 
winning the grand prize at the Inter- 
national Stock show just held in Chi- 
cago, and also In reaching the record 
breaking price of $17 per hundred on 
the hoof of this herd of fifteen black 
Angus. 


Mr. Funk has been trying for many 


years to reach the goal, which is the 
ambition of every scientific stock 
breeder and' feeder. He won second 
prize last year and in the year pre- 
ceding. This year he tried a little dif- 
ferent process in feeding 
and 
was 


gratified over his remarkable success. 


In addition to the regulation feed- 


ing of the pasture and of corn and 
oats he Introduced in the final month 
and a half before the big show a little 
different diet. 
In the 
mornhjg 
he 


would feed oil meal and oats and In 
the evening corn with a sprinkling of 
molasses. 


The cattle greedily licked up the 


sweet stuff and it appeared to give an 
added glossiness to the hides and im- 
prove their appearance in every way. 
It is also held by Mr. Funk that the 
molasses makes the beef sweeter, giv- 
ing it an added flavor that will appeal 
to epicures. 


In addition he confined the herd to 


the acre lot near the barn during the 
final week on the farm, not permitting 
the usual run of the pasture. This 
gave an opportunity to dress up the 
animals and get them in the finest pos- 
sible condition externally as well as 
Internally. 


Mr. Funk also found it an advantage 


to soak In water all of tho corn fed 
from fifteen to twenty hours before 
feeding. This softened the kernels 
and the grain was more easily digest- 
ed. This was only resorted to where 
the corn was dry and hard during the 
recent summer. 


While the cattle were given all of 


the corn and oats they pould eat they 
were not gorged and the feeder care- 
fully watched their diet, gauging their 
rations by the weather. 
On certain 


days the cattle were more hungry 
than on others. Every day had to ba 
studied and the feeding governed ac- 
cordingly. Thero Is danger of found- 
ering the animals by overfeeding and 
this had'to bo guarded against. 


Mr. Funk believes that the black 


Angus breed Is preferable .to nil oth- 
ers. He has found that Herefords and 
shorthorns when fattened are Inclined 
to become lumpy, while the Angus arc 
free from this fault. The herd of fit- 
teen head was sold to a New Tork 
city butcher,,who will exhibit them In 
the east as the champion herd of the 
west, bringing more money than any 
other herd in the records of the stock 
business.

He died before

the door of the cell was unbolted the 
•woman lay dying on the floor. She 
too, died within a short time.
